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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Stupak et al. in view of Walker et al. 864\ 

The patent to Stupak et al. discloses a method of playing a game. The game 
provides a gaming apparatus 10, an input device 24 for allowing a player to select a 
payout schedule, an input device 14 for allowing two or more bets associated with the 
selected payout schedule, a device (buttons 26 and 27) for selecting a combination of 
symbols in a random manner, and a device (cash-out button 30) for determining 
whether the combination of symbols is a winning combination and awarding the player 
for a winning combination for each bet. To play Stupak' s game a plurality of payout 
schedules 20 is provided. The payout schedules are displayed to the player, and the 
player selects a payout schedule 58, and places two or more bets by inserting one or 
more coins in slot 14. A combination of symbols (cards 18) are selected in a random 
manner. The selected combination of symbols is compared to winning combination of 
symbols 76, and the player is awarded for a winning combination 78. The player then 
has the option of repeating the amount bet on the payout schedule col. 8, lines 52-54. 
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The patent application publication to Walker et al. 864' discloses a video poker 
game wherein a player is allowed to choose from among two or more payout tables, 
paragraph [0138]. In view of such teaching, it would have been obvious to modify 
Stupak's gaming apparatus to include allowing a player to select two or more payout 
schedules. This modification would have given players more options of placing bets 
when playing Stupak's game, thus making the game more exciting to play. 
3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Walker 700', Walker 492\ Walker 288\ De Lisle, 
Schultz and Manship disclose gaming machines wherein players are allowed to select a 
payout schedule.
